Paidia  '93  celebrates  a  year  of  many  highlights.  Among  them  one  would  have  to  include  the  memorable  Elemen- 
tary operetta,  "It's  a  Small  World";  the  Junior  High  School  production  of  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream"; 
and  our  tenth  annual  fine  arts  festival,  Marti  McKay  Week. 

Throughout  the  year,  students  and  teachers  alike  -  in  small  groups  and  large,  as  teams  and  as  individuals 
-  participated  in  an  incredible  variety  of  activities  within  the  classroom  and  outside.  There  were  outdoor  education 
trips,  and  school  trips  to  China,  to  Britain,  and  to  other  Canadian  provinces.  In  academics  our  students  main- 
tained their  records  of  high  achievement,  and  in  sports  our  athletes  in  basketball,  volleyball,  rugby,  and  track 
and  field  had  some  impressive  seasons,  records,  and  successes.

INTRODUCTION 

As  the  riots  rip  through  Los  Angeles  after  the  Rodney  King  verdict  in  which  four  white  police  officers  were  acquited  in  the  brutal 
beating  of  an  innocent  black  motorist,  Jackie  Taylor  is  reminded  of  a  similar  situation  30  years  ago.  Cynically,  he  believes,  with 
reason,  that  absolutely  nothing  has  changed  for  African  Americans. 

At  the  height  of  the  civil  rights  movement  in  1963,  Jackie  and  his  family,  including  his  brother  Kieran.  visit  their  cousins  in  Green- 
wood, Mississippi,  where  the  anti-black  movement  is  raging.  Jackie  and  Kieran  enjoy  playing  football  and  flirting  with  the  girls, 
until  suddenly  Kieran  is  kidnapped  and  beaten  to  death  by  local,  white  hate-mongers. 

At  this  point  in  the  story,  young  Kieran  Taylor  has  been  missing  for  several  days  and  finally  the  deputy  sheriff  has  notified  the 
Taylor  family  that  they  have  found  an  African  American  boy's  body  by  the  river.  The  Taylor  family  has  been  asked  to  identify 
the  body  at  the  morgue. 


The  Essay  Contest  was  introduced  to  S.T.S.  in  1977  by  a  School  parent,  Mrs.  H.  G.  Gam- 
mell.  This  was  the  contest's  17th  year. 

A  topic  is  assigned  annually  and  each  student  in  Senior  High  School  is  eligible  to  submit 
an  entry.  This  year's  topic  was  ""What  would  you  change  about  your  life?  How  would  chang- 
ing your  life  help  others  and  what  would  it  do  for  your  country?" 


In  this  world  of  "new  and  improved",  change  seems  to  be  never-ending.  Styles  come  in  and  go  out;  cholesterol  becomes 
necessary,  not  deadly;  nation  states  split  and  reform.  But  more  often  than  not,  change  on  a  personal  level  seems  motivated 
by  superficial  desire  rather  than  need.  The  wish  to  become  one  of  the  rich  and  famous,  younger,  more  beautiful,  powerful, 
or  even  someone  else  altogether,  is  media-induced  and  goes  unchallenged  in  our  society.  The  traditional  New  Year's  resolu- 
tions bring  a  barrage  of  "vows  to  change"  from  sea  to  sea  and,  usually,  reality  is  not  a  consideration.  Dieting,  in  an  attempt 
to  attain  a  fashion  model's  figure,  can  lead  to  eating  disorders,  low  self-esteem  and  despair.  Plastic  surgery  has  become  the 
popular  solution.  So  desperate  are  people  to  change  their  outward  images,  they  are  willing  to  pay  any  price  and  indebt 
themselves  forever.  So  goes  the  country.  However,  it  is  not  material  changes  that  will  produce  "shiny,  happy  people" 
beneficial  to  Canada. 


I  admit,  I've  often  envisioned  myself  as  a  successful  business  woman  or  wished  I  were  male  for  a  day  or  so  I  could  show 
those  guys  how  the  game  of  rugby  is  really  played.  However,  returning  to  reality,  I  recognize  that  I  do  not  need  to  transform 
myself  into  an  older  woman  or  a  richer  woman  or  a  man  for  that  matter.  So  intent  are  we  in  trying  to  reach  the  grass  on  the 
other  side,  we  often  fail  to  realize  that  with  a  little  fertilization  and  personal  care,  our  crops  can  be  just  as  green.  The  most 
valuable  thing  I  can  do  for  myself  and  my  country  is  accept  who  I  am  and  live  to  my  fullest  potential.  By  having  the  deter- 
mination to  develop  myself  in  my  mental,  spiritual  and  physical  entirety,  I  can  make  a  valid  contribution  to  our  country.... 

Change  is  a  continuous  event.  It  must  be  realized  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  become  someone  else  to  succeed.  I  know  that 
with  persistence  and  self-reliance,  I  too  can  reach  the  stars. 


It  was  Kieran.  I  could  tell  by  my  mother's  wails  of  sorrow  and  her  screams  of  "My  baby!  My  baby  boy!"  I  tried  to  avoid  look- 
ing at  the  face,  all  I  saw  was  a  lifeless,  naked  young  boy's  body.  He  looked  like  he  had  been  caught  behind  a  wrecking  ball.  His 
left  eye  was  swollen  shut,  and  the  skin  around  it  was  various  shades  of  red  and  purple.  The  rest  of  his  skin  was  pale  like  white 
flour  and  his  fingernails  were  blue  with  sadness.

We  all  headed  up  main 
street  and  gradually  our  troop  grew,  as  more  black  people  interrupted  their  dinners  to  join  our  march  for  Kieran  -  our  march  for 
justice.

Marti  McKay  Week 

"The  music  of  the  human  speaking  voice'" was  the  theme  of  our 
tenth  annual  Marti  McKay  Week.  Artist-in-residence  was  Van- 
couver writer  Jack  Whyte,  whose  first  of  four  novels  on  Arthurian 
Britain,  The  Skystone,  was  published  in  October.  His  second  novel, 
The  Singing  Sword,  was  published  in  April. 

During  his  visits  to  Junior  and  Senior  High  classrooms,  Mr.  Whyte 
engaged  students  in  discussions  about  the  power  and  the  beauty 
of  the  human  voice,  about  the  importance  of  keeping  a  personal 
journal,  and  about  the  media  and  manipulation.  He  also  recited 
some  of  his  poems,  including  "The  Faceless  Ones'",  a  scathing 
and  sardonic  condemnation  of  large  corporations  which  exploit 
the  environment  in  their  pursuit  of  profits. 

Mr.  Whyte  also  worked  with  the  elementary  students,  preparing 
them  for  the  closing  assembly,  where  Grades  1-3  gave  a  stirring 
rendition  of  "The  Jackdaw  of  Rheims'"  and  Grades  4-6  recited 
"The  Highwayman".

The  special  guest  speaker  at  this  year's  prizegiving 
ceremony  was  Sir  Edmund  Hillary,  celebrating  the 
fortieth  anniversary  of  his  conquest  of  Mount 
Everest.  This  year  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new 
partnership  between  the  School  and  the  Hillary 
Foundation,  which  exists  to  help  the  people  of  Nepal. 
This  partnership  will  enable  students  and  staff 
members  to  spend  time  in  Nepal. 

During  a  speech  which  was  sometimes  serious, 
sometime  humourous,  but  always  compelling, 
Hillary  stressed  the  importance  of  teamwork  by 
relating  tales  of  his  adventures  with  Tenzing  Norgay, 
his  Sherpa  guide.
